LIBRARY  FUND 

The  biennial  appropriation  for  1931-33  was  $346,100,  in  addition  to 
which  the  Library  was  to  receive  its  proportion  of  the  salary  adjustment 
allowance  or  about  $5,000.  In  common  with  other  state  departments 
and  divisions  it  became  necessary  to  turn  back  to  the  general  fund  a 
part  of  the  money  originally  allotted  for  our  work.  Our  biennial 
income  then  was  about  $334,650  or  $11,450  less  than  was  counted  on  at 
the  time  the  budget  was  allowed.  The  greatest  curtailment  this 
readjustment  necessitated  was  in  book  purchases.  This  is  naturally  a 
hardship  to  a  library  at  any  time,  but  has  been  particularly  so  this 
biennium  to  the  State  Library  because  many  of  the  smaller  library  units 
had  their  budgets  cut  and  were  depending  even  more  than  usual  on  the 
state  collection. 

CHANGE  OF  LIBRARIAN 

Milton  J.  Ferguson,  State  Librarian  since  1917,  resigned  September 
30,  1930,  in  order  to  accept  the  librarianship  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Mabel  R.  Gillis,  a  member  of  the  State 
Library  staff  since  December,  1904,  and  assistant  librarian  since  1917, 
was  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Ferguson  as  librarian  on  October  1.  On 
December  15  she  named  Eleanor  Hitt  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Hitt 
had  been  librarian  of  the  San  Diego  County  Free  Library  for  ten  years 
and  previous  to  that  had  been  librarian  of  the  Yolo  County  Library, 
and  had  gained  experience  in  the  Kern  County  Library  and  in  the 
State  Library. 

DEDICATION  OF  JAMES  L.  GILLIS  HALL 

On  October  3,  1931,  the  large  reading  and  reference  room  of  the 
State  Library  building  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  James  L.  Gillis, 
State  Librarian  from  1899  to  1917.  The  room  was  designated  as  James 
L.  Gillis  Hall.  The  California  Library  Association  placed  a  bronze 
tablet  over  the  door  of  the  reading  room  inscribed  as  follows : 

"James  L.  Gillis  Hall — Dedicated  by  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion to  the  Memory  of  James  L.  Gillis,  who  as  State  Librarian  from 
1899  to  1917,  and  as  founder  of  the  county  library  system  of  California 
rendered  valuable  and  lasting  service  to  the  state." 

The  tablet  was  designed  by  Elizabeth  Norton,  California  sculptor. 

Dedicatory  exercises  were  held  at  which  Eleanor  Hitt,  chairman  of 
the  James  L.  Gillis  Memorial  Committee  of  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation, presided.   Governor  Rolph  made  the  dedicatory  speech.   He  was 
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followed  by  Mabel  R.  Gill  is,  State  Librarian,  who  said  a  few  words  of 
appreciation  and  welcome.  Rolland  A  Vandegrift,  Director,  State 
Department  of  Finance ;  Mabel  Thomas,  vice  president  of  the  California 
Library  Association;  George  T.  Clark,  librarian  emeritus  of  Stanford 
University,  and  Susan  T.  Smith,  librarian,  Berkeley  Public  Library, 
were  the  other  speakers  on  the  program. 

An  account  of  the  ceremonies,  including  the  speeches  in  full,  was 
published  in  Netvs  Notes  of  California  Libraries  for  January,  1932. 

STATUARY  HALL  COMMISSION 

The  work  of  the  Statuary  Hall  Commission,  of  which  the  State 
Librarian  was  an  ex  officio  member,  was  completed  with  the  placing  of 
the  statues  of  Junipero  Serra  and  Thomas  Starr  King  in  Statuary  Hall 
in  the  Capitol  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  dedicatory  exercises  held 
March  1,  1931.  Arrangements  for  the  unveiling  ceremonies  were  made 
by  the  secretary,  Grace  S.  Stoermer  of  Los  Angeles.  The  State  Libra- 
rian visited  Statuary  Hall  in  June,  1930,  and  found  the  California 
statues  as  well  placed  as  possible  under  prevailing  crowded  conditions. 
California  can  be  very  proud  of  the  figures  executed  in  bronze  by  Ettore 
Cadorin  and  Haig  Patigian. 

VISITORS 

Among  the  distinguished  out-of-the-state  visitors  to  the  Library 
this  past  two  years  have  been:  Mr.  Kolbjorn  Fjeld  of  Oslo,  Norway,  a 
graduate  of  the  Paris  Library  School  and  of  the  School  of  Library 
Service  at  Columbia;  Mr.  A.  D.  Mcintosh,  assistant  librarian  of  the 
Parliamentary  Library  of  New  Zealand;  Mildred  Pope,  the  newly 
appointed  State  Librarian  of  Washington;  Edith  Lathrop,  Associate 
Specialist  in  School  Libraries  in  the  United  States  Office  of  Education ; 
and  Carl  II.  Milam,  Executive  Secretary,  and  Julia  Wright  Merrill, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Extension  Committee,  from  American 
Library  Association  headquarters. 

Two  groups  have  been  entertained  at  the  Library :  the  Roxburghe 
Club  of  San  Francisco,  composed  of  men  interested  in  fine  printing,  who 
spent  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  July  12,  1930,  with  us;  and  the 
members  of  the  California  Historical  Society,  who  came  for  Sunday, 
April  10,  1932.  At  the  luncheon  meeting  of  the  society,  Mr.  Richard 
Savage  presented  to  the  Library  on  behalf  of  his  mother,  his  aunt,  and 
himself,  the  original  De  Long  journals,  which  form  an  interesting  record 
of  pioneer  days  in  California. 

In  addition  to  the  two  groups  mentioned  above,  the  classes  in  the 
School  of  Librarianship  of  the  University  of  California  paid  the  usual 
spring  visits  in  1931  and  1932. 

All  the  California  visitors  help  spread  information  about  the  State 
Library  and  the  work  it  is  doing,  and  those  from  out  of  the  state  and 
out  of  the  country  come  with  the  definite  purpose  of  learning  something 
from  this  state  to  take  back  for  the  development  of  library  work  in 
their  own  localities.

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION

The  passage  of  the  Pratt-Smoot  Bill  in  Congress  making;  an  appro- 
priation  of  $100,000  annually  for  the  printing  of  books  for  the  adult 
blind  lias  been  the  means  of  adding  materially  to  the  Books  for  the 
Blind  collection.  Certain  libraries  throughout  the  country,  one  of 
which  was  the  California  State  Library,  were  designated  as  distribut- 
ing libraries  and  to  these  from  two  to  four  copies  of  all  titles  issued  are 
sent.  The  selections  have  been  Largely  nonaction  of  high  standard, 
designed  to  give  the  blind  reading  matter  on  topics  of  the  day  on  a  par 
with  that  available  to  seeing  people.  Good  biographies,  histories,  scien- 
tific books,  etc.,  as  well  as  some  fiction  have  been  brailled  up  to  date. 
In  all  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  titles  in  Braille  and  twenty- 
five  in  Moon  have  come  to  us  through  this  source. 

Miss  (Jillis  presided  at  the  Round  Table  on  Work  with  the  Blind 
at  the  New  Orleans  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  in 
April.  1932,  and  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Work  with  the  Blind  for  1932-33.

CALIFORNIA  SECTION

The  requests  for  information  from  applicants  for  old  age  pensions 
still  require  the  major  portion  of  the  time  of  one  assisant.  These 
requests  are  occasioned  by  the  passage  of  an  old  age  pension  law  in 
1929  which  requires  of  the  applicant  a  statement  regarding  citizenship, 
age  and  length  of  residence  in  the  State.  In  many  cases  this  informa- 
tion can  be  substantiated  only  in  the  State  Library  collection  of  great 
registers  of  voters. 

An  increased  number  of  persons  from  outside  California  has  been 
served  this  year,  some  coming  from  great  distances  to  work  here,  others 
writing  for  information  needed.  Many  of  these  inquirers  have  been 
writers  who  have  greatly  enriched  the  available  material  on  this  state 
in  book  and  magazine  form.  Incidentally  the  California  Section  of 
the  State  Library  has  had  some  very  valuable  and  much  appreciated 
publicity. 

More  than  a  thousand  pictures  have  been  mounted  and  listed,  so 
that  they  can  effectively  join  the  ranks  of  those  already  so  constantly 
in  use. 

During  the  last  biennium  3403  volumes  of  newspapers  have  been 
added  to  the  files  of  the  California  Section.  These  included  many  that 
had  been  stored  as  well,  as  the  current  files.  The  index  cards  for  these 
papers  have  been  revised  and  notes  made  regarding  numbering  and 
dates  of  volumes  and  other  information  added  that  would  serve  to 
make  the  file  more  usable  and  accurate  both  to  the  library  and  the 
patrons.  This  is  a  very  important  piece  of  work  as  the  newspaper 
collection  in  the  State  Library  is  the  largest  and  most  valuable  in  Cali- 
fornia and  is  one  of  the  most  used  tools  in  the  library.  Citizens,  includ- 
ing students,  authors,  lawyers,  state  officials,  etc.,  are  constantly  using 
these  papers,  many  coming  or  writing  from  out  of  town  for  informa- 
tion contained  in  these  files  and  not  obtainable  elsewhere. 

On  February  1,  1932,  a  room  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  building 
designated  as  the  Pioneer  Museum  was  opened  to  the  public.  Here 
are  hung  many  portraits  of  pioneers,  both  individual  pictures  and 
groups  such  as  pioneer  society  members,  pictorial  maps,  and  pictures 
of  varied  historical  interest.  In  cases  are  relics  of  early  days,  such  as 
gold  scales,  gold  pans,  express  company  items  and  many  similar  objects. 
Visitors  are  constantly  contributing  information  about  early  day  Cali- 
fornia material  both  in  printed,  manuscript  or  relic  form.  The  Museum 
has  thus  proved  not  only  of  interest  to  those  viewing  its  exhibits  but 
has  also  been  the  means  of  bringing  to  the  library  items  which  other- 
wise might  not  have  been  found.

The  department  has  received,  entered  and  filed  47.124  government 
publications,  and  lias  distributed  to  libraries  18.473  California  state 
publications.  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  Bulletin  and  other 
lists  have  been  checked  regularly,  documents  material  requested  and 
much  valuable  material  has  been  received. 

We  are  happy  to  note  the  increased  use  of  the  department  by 
readers  and  research  workers  and  their  satisfaction  in  the  special  facili- 
ties of  the  new  building. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  SECTION

In  the  last  biennial  report  a  very  comprehensive  review  of  the 
work  of  this  section  was  given.  This  time  we  will  note  only  that  the 
work  has  proceeded  mainly  on  the  lines  then  outlined.  The  local  loans 
for  the  two  years  totaled  5331.  Books  sent  throughout  the  state  are 
included  in  Reference  Section  totals. 

ORGANIZING 

MR8.  May  Dexter  Hexshall.  County  Library  Organizer. 

We  all  recognized  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  under  existing 
economic  conditions  to  organize  any  new  county  libraries  during  the 
past  two  years.  However,  early  in  the  biennium  decided  local  interest 
in  two  of  the  unorganized  counties  was  met  with  helpful  response  on 
our  part.  The  work  of  the  County  Library  Organizer  might  now  more 
properly  be  called  public  relations  or  professional  relations  work, 
because  that  has  been  its  real  nature  the  past  two  years. 

Mrs.  Ilenshall  has  made  official  visits  to  the  county  libraries  as 
usual  and  has  been  the  most  continuous  personal  link  between  these 
units  of  our  library  system  and  the  State  Library.  On  these  trips 
she  has  also  visited  city  libraries,  school,  special  and  other  types  of 
libraries  wherever  possible  with  the  object  of  keeping  all  informed  of 
developments  at  the  State  Library  and  bringing  back  to  Sacramento 
reports  of  conditions  throughout  the  state. 

A  part  of  Mrs.  Henshall's  work  is  giving  information  to  those  who 
come  to  the  State  Library  to  find  out  about  county  library  possibilities. 
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Some  who  bring-  us  this  type  of  inquiry  are  from  California  counties 
which  do  not  have  the  service,  others  are  from  outside  the  state  and 
even  outside  the  country.  Another  duty  which  leads  to  dissemination 
of  much  information  particularly  about  State  Library  functions  is 
the  conducting  of  groups  through  the  different  sections  of  the  Library. 

The  course  on  county  libraries  at  the  University  of  California 
School  of  Librarianship  was  given  by  Mrs.  Henshall  as  usual  each  year 
and  she  has  continued  to  conduct  the  Library  News  Department  of  the 
Western  Journal  of  Education. 

Mrs.  Henshall  has  represented  the  State  Library  at  several  con- 
ventions, particularly  those  connected  with  school  problems,  such  as 
the  Convention  of  School  Superintendents  and  the  School  Library 
Association.  She  was  also  a  delegate  to  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion in  1931  and  1932. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  schedule  at  the  booth  of  the  State 
Library  at  the  State  Fair,  both  in  1930  and  1931,  was  covered  by  Mrs. 
Henshall.  Another  piece  of  work  closely  connected  with  this  is  the 
constant  supervision  of  exhibits  in  the  wall  cases  in  the  corridors  of 
the  Library  building.  This  entails  planning  and  installing  suitable 
exhibit  material  with  frequent  changes. 

One  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  work  undertaken  by  Mrs. 
Henshall  this  biennium  has  been  the  recording  of  the  history  of  some 
of  the  library  movements  in  California.  The  history  of  the  organizing 
of  school  library  service  as  given  by  county  libraries  has  been  com- 
pletely covered  and  is  filed  in  the  State  Library  archives.  Mrs.  Hen- 
shall, as  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  Yolo  County,  helped  to 
initiate  the  first  county  library  service  to  schools  experiment  and  later 
as  an  employee  of  the  State  Library  helped  organize  such  service  all 
over  the  state.  She  was  eminently  fitted  by  background  and  experience 
to  write  the  history  of  this  whole  interesting  movement. 

This  is  being  followed  by  a  history  of  high  school  library  serv- 
ice in  connection  with  countjr  libraries  and  of  county  teachers  libraries, 
both  of  which  will  make  valuable  records.

PRINTS  SECTION 

Bertha  S.  Taylor,  Prints  Librarian. 

Our  Prints  collection — etchings,  dry-points,  engravings,  litho- 
graphs, block  prints,  etc. — new  numbers  3085.  Exhibits  have  been 
continuously  maintained,  sometimes  from  our  own  collection,  but 
often  loaned  by  artists,  collectors  or  galleries.  The  annual  show  of 
the  Print  Makers  Society  of  California  was  exhibited  both  years  and 
the  annual  of  the  California  Society  of  Etchers  in  1931.  As  exhibits 
are  reported  quarterly  in  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  they  will 
not  be  listed  here  in  detail.    Mention  must  be  made,  however,  of  one 
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unusual  exhibit  outside  the  realm  of  prints.  This  was  an  interesting 
and  valuable  Coptic  textiles  collection,  loaned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
de  Y.  Elkus  of  San  Francisco.  We  were  able  to  fit  these  framed 
examples  of  ancient  weaving  into  our  cases  with  good  effect. 

During  this  biennium  6214  persons  visited  the  Prints  Room.  In 
older  to  make  the  use  of  prints  in  connection  with  libraries  better 
known,  the  Prints  Librarian  made  talks  throughout  the  state  to  clubs 
and  to  library  and  other  groups.  She  had  two  subjects  "How  prints 
are  made"  and  "Prints  in  the  home."  The  first  one  was  the  one 
usually  given  and  to  illustrate  this  she  took  with  her  actual  examples  to 
pass  from  hand  to  hand  as  she  described  the  process.  In  addition  she 
took  a  collection  of  very  choice  prints  from  the  Library's  collection 
to  be  put  on  the  wall  as  an  exhibition.  These  talks  have  proved  both 
interesting  to  the  audiences  and  valuable  in  making  new  connections 
for  the  Library.  Thirty-six  talks  were  given  during  the  two-year 
period.

SHIPPING,  PRINTING  AND  PHOTOSTATING  SECTION 

William  H.  Lugg,  Supervisor. 

Some  important  phases  of  State  Library  work  not  usually 
reported  on  might  well  form  a  statistical  part  of  this  report. 

Our  shipping,  photostat  and  printing  work  is  all  done  under  one 
head.  During  the  past  two  years,  our  incoming  shipments  consisted 
of  26,847  by  parcel  post,  3169  by  express  and  83  by  freight.  The 
outgoing  shipments  totaled  38,732  by  parcel  post,  1074  by  express  and 
3  by  freight. 

We  record  our  printing  by  the  number  of  different  copies  of  the 
various  blanks  we  print  on  our  multicolor  press.  During  the  two 
years  we  have  printed  a  total  of  1,244,365. 

The  photostat  is  used  for  reproducing  short  extracts  from  large 
bound  periodicals  and  material  that  can  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
library,  such  as  newspapers  and  rare  books.  Each  exposure  made  with 
the  photostat  is  recorded.  These  amounted  to  3775  for  the  past  two 
years.  Photostatic  copies  are  loaned  when  of  general  interest  and  sold 
to  the  borrower  when  on  a  special  subject  which  might  not  be  used 
again  or  when  the  borrower  needs  them  for  permanent  record.

In  order  to  facilitate  the  reference  work  at  the  Branch,  more 
shelf  space  has  been  given  in  the  reference  room  of  the  Public  Library 
for  books  constantly  in  use.  This  makes  the  work  of  the  librarians  of 
our  Sutro  Branch  a  little  less  exacting  and  this  further  courtesy  of 
the  Public  Library  is  duly  appreciated.

I  should  like  also  to  say  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  work  of 
the  staff.  In  common  with  other  libraries  all  over  the  country  our  busi- 
ness has  increased  greatly  in  the  last  biennium.  In  some  parts  of  the 
Library — particularly  in  the  Reference  and  Circulation  sections — it 
has  seemed  at  times  almost  impossible  to  cope  with  the  increase  to  the 
satisfaction  either  of  ourselves  or  our  patrons.  I  want  to  say  that 
those  directly  charged  with  this  particular  work  have  met  the  situa- 
tion with  great  energy  and  cheerfulness  and  those  from  other  sections 
have  responded  nobly  when  called  upon  to  assist  in  emergencies.  I 
particularly  commend  also  the  attitude  of  those  chiefs  of  sections  who 
have  been  asked  to  give  up  members  of  their  particular  sections  tempo- 
rarily and  have  done  so  with  a  fine  spirit  toward  the  wTork  of  the 
Library  as  a  whole.
